CLAIMED WARD HAD ASSISTED IN ARRANGING DEPARTURE. 
AKEROLOE STATED HE AND HIS FAMILY HAD BEEN IN 
USSR, WITHOUT VISAS, ON A SIX MONTH 
EXCHANGE PROGRAM OP PHYSICISTS SPONSORED BY 
US ATOMIC ENERGY COMMISSION AND COMPARABLE USSR 
BODY. HE SEEMED RUSHED ON THE TELEPHONE, AND 
DECLINED TO COME TO THE EMBASSY OR TO GIVE EMBOFP 
PURTHER INPORMATION. 
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
